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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To rue HonoraBie Scuoor Boarp OF SUNAPEE. 

In one of the recent and prominent books on school super- 
vision substantially this statement is to be found; “that many of the 
subjects now taught in our elementary schools and most of those 
taught in our high schools are unknown to most parents, citizens, 
and board members. The result is that the scholarship of. the 
teacher is underrated.”———_“The remedy for this is in getting 
the adults of the community interested in the work of the schools. 
Many parents do not visit schools solely because they do not like 
to be made to feel their ignorance.” While in general this state- 
ment is probably true, it is so far untrue as regards your town to 
be worth notice. The population of Sunapee is 946, in preparing 
the statistical report, I find that parents and other residents of 
the town, not counting the visits of school officials,.to the num- 
ber of 725 have availed themselves of the opportunity to visit 
their schools. This number is so large and so unusual to be the 
cause of congratulation. Its effect is not only to know the teacher’s 
work and worth but is a great encouragement to the pupils and 
unites the school with the home. Such a condition is mutually 
beneficial. Adhering closely to the idea explained one year ago, 
we have endeavored to strengthen and enrich the essentials in 
the primary and grammar grades throughout the town, to the end 
that we should be producing a stronger manhood and womanhood 


among the children of those grades to aid them in the battlé,, of, 
life. ‘This results depends in a large measure upon the individual — 


teacher. The changes in the corps of teachers have been as 
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follows: Miss Isabel Barlow of South Sunapee resigned to ac- 
cept a position in Manchester, her place is being acceptably fill- 
ed by Miss Celena Mercer, who previously taught in District No. 
6. Miss Ellen A. Knowlton of District No, 7 finished her work at 
the close of the fall term, where she had labored for the interests 
of that community faithfully and intelligently for some time. Miss 
Amy I. Hilliard, a normal graduate and a teacher of some years of 
experience was secured to fill the position. In the central school 
__we suffered a severe loss in the withdrawal of Miss Eva M. 
Cooper. It is to be hoped, however, that she will in her new re- 
lations, still continue her interest in the school. Miss Lena A. 
Albrecht acted as a substitute in that school until we were for- 
tunate enough to secure. the services of a thoroughly competent 
teacher in Mrs. Josephine Wilder Carr. Miss Ella M. Shaw’ also 
accepted a position at an increased salary in Penacook, N. Hl. 
Miss Jennie Towne is now successfully filling the position. Mr. 
Gould of George’s Mills is still retaining the position of master of 
‘that school and is doing what was confidently expected of him; 
namely to bring that school in point of efficiency in line with 
others. A school was maintained in the fall for the three pupils 
in District No. 6. If the reports received prove to be true that 
other children are to move into that district, that school should 
continue to be maintained; if not, for the good of the pupils them- 
selves some change should be made. ‘This is possible by transport- 
ing the pupils or changing the time in which the. school may be 
open to that period of the year when they will be less exposed to 
the inclemencies of the weather, and when a teacher can be se- 
cured. As it is now the town cannot afford to pay a sufficient sum, 
to attract a teacher of the requisite ability even if a teacher could 
secure a boarding place in that locality. The length of the school 
_ year beginning in September was increased from 32 to 34 weeks 
_ for all sections of thetown. This addition with economy of time 
in the mixed schools anda reasonable compensation of the teacher, 
large enough to protect us against constant changes will have an 
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important influence. Kconomy of time is a necessity. Ina school — 
with 25, 80, or even more classes to be heard each day, there is — 
little hope that any live and real teaching can be done by any teach-— 
er however competent. It is of prime importance that this number 
be reduced to a point within the reasonable ability of the teacher 
to effectively handle. This arrangement has been quietly effected 
by placing children of about the same capacity in the same classes. 
Reading and spelling, geography and history can be taueue to- 
gether better than apart. 


The salaries of teachers in Sunapee in the past have averaged 
more than in many of the adjoining towns. Of late, however, these 
towns have increased the salaries paid and it would be wise to 
take this fact into consideration, unless we, wish Sunapee to be. 
considered the training school for other towns. A teacher of sufti- 
cient ability, preparation, and experience ought to earn very near — 
$400. per year at least and should receive that amount to meet the 
cost of living to-day and to protect the town from inroads on our 
teaching force from towns who are willing and who do pay more. 
It must be remembered that teachers have to live 52 weeks in the 
year and the supply of teachers who live at home.is now insufti- 
clent to meet the demand. 


I believe it would be a desirable thing for the tenth grade to 
have the approval of the State Superintendent as the equivalent — 
of the first year’s work in an approved high school. This approval 
may si had by meeting the following requirements. 

The teacher of the school must have received an cONeaE 
inliying them to prepare others for higher institutions. 
The program of studies must be so arranged that the teach- a 
er of le grade, with any others there may be, will have no more — 
than eight recitation periods per day. . 

3. This program once approved may not be changed without — 
express approval in writing of the State Superintendent. } 

4. An adequate supply of text books. 

5. An adequate supply of reference books.

There has been no contageous disease reported to this Board — 
during the year which speaks well for the healthful conditions of 
our town. ; 


The health laws of our state are becoming more stringent 
from year to year and the duties of health officers more varied and 
responsible. To meet the requirements we have provided ourselves 
with the Red Cross Sprinkler and Formaldehyde, which is recom- 
mended by the State Board of Health as the best germicide to use 
in all affected homes, no matter what the disease has been. 


The summer residents on the shores of our lake, as well as 
many of the towns people at George’s Mills, are so located that it 
is almost impossible tor them to care for their sewerage in sum- 
mer time to the satisfaction of this Board, as well as to their 
own, and sometime in the near future the town may be called on : 
to purchase a tank wagon, if no better means can be found, into 
which the cesspools can be pumped and carried back on to the farms. — 

During the past year the people at Smithville associated them- 
selves together and built a splendid sewer system which will ac- 
commodate that part of the village, this action we endorse and ~ 
would be pleased if other sections of the village would do likewise. — 

This Board is ready at all times to listen to any reasonable _ 
complaint and will endeavor to do our duty whenever the ‘com- 
plainant will back up the complaint, but when they will not, we : 
reserve the right to act according to our discretion. hs

CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT 
OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


I herein submit my annual report of the Fire Department. 
There is no material change from last year, have endeavored to 
keep the apperatus in as good condition as possible. We have 
been rather unfortunate in regard to break downs the past year 
which has caused quite a little expense in repairs, but was very 
fortunate in getting out of it with only a money loss. The Hook 
and Ladder Truck, which is a relic of “ye olden days” broke down 
twice, once while out for practice and once when responding to 
an alarm of fire and several of the firemen came near being seri- 
ously injured, but all escaped with only slight. bruises except one, 
who was laid up for a number of weeks and it was quite expensive 
for the town. It would almost seem as though the town ought to 
have a better truck. 

We would also recommend that the town install some kind of 
a fire alarm signal, at the present time much valuable time is lost 
in notifying the department of a fire, and we hope that the town 
will take some action on the subject. 

| There have been five alarms of fire during the past year, 
something unusual for this town; four at the Harbor, and the com- 
pany at George’s Mill have been called out once, but no damage 
resulted from the fire. 
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| May 31, an alarm was given for a fire on River Sie ina Builds ‘7 
ing used for storage, a total loss with no insurance, $100 loss on 7 
contents with no insurance. This fire spread to a storehouse owned — 
by the U. S. Hame Co., and caused a loss of $250, covered ay In- |
